wherein the control server is to prevent each receiver from decoding the 
dummy sessions. - 

c. Claim 9 has been changed to -A video-on-demand (VOD) system, 
comprising: 

a transmission channel; 

a plurality of receivers coupled to the transmission channel, a VOD client 
at each receiver capable of subscribing to one or more VOD sessions over a 
transport stream; and 

a headend coupled to the transmission channel, said headend including a 
video server that can transmit one or more VOD sessions to one or more 
receivers, and a control server coupled to the video server, the control server to 
dynamically allocate and terminate VOD sessions over the transport stream as 
VOD clients are added and terminated, and to cause the video server to transmit
